The undersigned hereby states that the entire delay regarding a response to 
the Notice of Allowance and Fees Due mailed October 05, 2009 in the above 
referenced application until the filing of a grantable petition pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.137(b), herewith, was unintentional. The reason for the delay is as follows. 

On October 19, 2009, the undersigned instructed my administrative assistant, 
Anna losifova, to type in the required information on form PTOL-85 and, once 
completed, to present it to me for signature and mailing later that day. I instructed 
Ms. losifova to indicate on the form that the issue and publication fees would be 
paid via our deposit account, which was our routine office practice at the time. In an
